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At Epsom and St Helier hospitals, we have very 
committed staff and are achieving some great things, 
but we face some major challenges - some of the 
hospital buildings are old (they even predate antibiotics), 
and 43% of our buildings are functionally unsuitable to 
deliver healthcare. We want to ensure we have the best 
services locally now and in the future, and in order to do 
so, want to make the case for an investment of £300 to 
£400 million. This will ensure that we can continue to 
run local hospital services for generations to come and 
will enable our dedicated clinical teams to meet care 
standards. 

Importantly, this would enable us to keep the majority of 
services local at Epsom and St Helier hospitals and 85% of 
patients will see no change to where they receive their care, 
although they would be seen in improved facilities. 

We want to make the case for creating a new and additional 


specialist facility for acutely sick patients, where the following 
would all be provided on one site: 

• Majors A&E 

• Inpatient beds for children 

• Births 

• Complex emergency medicine. 

Doing so would mean that acute clinical staff are 
concentrated in one place, enabling the hospitals to meet 
and exceed more care standards, fill rotas more effectively 
and provide care in buildings which local people and staff 
deserve. It will mean that the sickest and most at-risk patients 
will be seen by the most experienced staff quickly, no matter 
what day of the week or time of the day. 

While any change would be some years away, we want to 
make sure as many people as possible have their say now. 
That’s why, on Monday 10 July, we launched an engagement 
campaign to find out your views on our future.

Police step up search after second girl assaulted in woods

NEARLY two months ago, a 
15-year-old girl fought off a large 
man who sexually assaulted her 
by biting and scratching him near 
the King George V Recreation 
Ground in Ewell. 

Just two weeks ago a similar 
incident occurred when a 10-year- 
old girl managed to fight back and 
escape from a sex attacker who 
assaulted her as she walked in a 
wooded area in Claygate. 

Now police have linked the two 
assaults to the same attacker. 

A spokesperson for Surrey Po¬ 
lice said the incidents: “Were both 
subject to on-going individual in¬ 
vestigations. 

“However, as a result of these 
enquiries, the two incidents are 
now believed to be linked and the 
investigation has now been passed 
to the Surrey and Sussex Major 
Crime Team.” 

Police released an e-fit of the 
man who attacked both girls and 


is described as an Asian male of 
30 to 40 years old, 6ft lin tall with a 
stocky build. 

Detective Chief Inspector Jo 
Hayes said: “These incidents are 
clearly extremely concerning and 


I want to reassure local residents 
that we are doing everything we 
can to try to identify the offender 
as quickly as possible. 

“Both attacks took place when 
it was still daylight and target¬ 


ed young girls who were alone in 
semi-isolated locations. We want 
parents and children to be aware 
of these incidents so they take 
some safety precautions and we 
need the wider community to re¬ 
main vigilant and contact us with 
any information.

Former international paraswimmer and 
2012 torchbearer Lauren Sullivan has 
been crowned a world champion power- 
lifter, following success in Canada at the 
2017 World Dwarf Games. 

Lauren, from Carshalton, had been hoping 
to compete in the Rio paralympics but 
year-long leg surgery, involving six months 
in Ilizarov cages and seven breaks in her 
legs, brought her swimming career to a 
dramatic halt in 2016. 

Determined to compete for Great Britain 
again, Lauren turned her attention to the 
World Dwarf Games, which is held every 4 
years and the sport of powerlifting. 

She travelled to Guelph, in Canada, as 
part of the 79 strong Great Britain team 
to compete and, after a swimming bronze 
in the 200 metres freestyle, along with a 
silver as part of the GB ladies freestyle 
team, Lauren struck gold in her powerlift¬ 
ing class, lifting over half of her body- 
weight to claim her world champion title. 

There were celebrations at Glyn School 
this morning when students arrived to 
collect their GCSE results. 

One pupil, Marcus Roberts, achieved 
three top grade 9s and seven A*s - all the 
best results possible across the board. 
Elliot Hickson 16, was awarded two grade 
9s, one grade 8 and seven A* results and 
overall seven students received grade 9 
awards.

A Epsom newsagent employee has 
quit his job and vowed to “never work 
in a shop again” after a man held up 
the store with a knife. 

David Williams, 67, had just opened 
D& P J Reading newsagent, in Wa¬ 
terloo Road, when an unidentified 
man dressed “head to toe in black” 
entered the premises at about 6.45am 
on August 14 with a knife. 

Mr Williams was apparently 
threatened by the suspect with the 
weapon as he demanded to know 
where the cash till was kept. 

Sandra Hill, 57, whose family has 
owned the shop for 47 years, said: “It 
was lucky no one was injured - it was 
my partner who was working but the 
intruder just wanted money. 

“I live on the premises and [David] 
rushed up to me, but because I had 
paper boys coming at 7am I had to 
finish getting dressed and prepared 
myself for the worst and came down 
about 6.55am but he had gone. 

“Only his eyes were visible and he 
was wearing gloves so there are no 
fingerprints so obviously it wasn’t 


on the off-chance - he had clearly 
planned something. 

“He got away with a small amount 
of money but I just don’t know how 
much because I wasn’t working and 
David will not talk about it.” 

The police were called to the scene 
at 6.45am and, according to the own¬ 
er, must have arrived within seven 
minutes but the suspect had gone. 


Ms Hill said: “I am just glad I paid 
money and had the CCTV fitted be¬ 
cause it is all on there and the police 
now have it.” 

“It is all so bizarre I don’t what he 
thought he was going to get because 
we are a small shop. 

“It was all odd from start to finish 
because a delivery guy came in just 
about when he was about to leave and 


must have caught him by surprise 
and I think because the delivery man 
didn’t panic and got on with his job 
he was OK.” 

Ms Hill told Epsom Guardian that 
another incident did occur about 35 
years ago when her father was in 
charge but she said she still “never 
would imagine this happening to 
such a small shop in Epsom”. 

She added: “It’s all very raw - it 
was not nice at all. 

“We used to open at 5.30am but 
things have changed since and I 
won’t open until 7am now and even 
with that I am reluctant to open 
but I have to because of my home 
deliveries. 

“I watch my customers be born 
and grow up here - the fact that he 
came in and I am sure never let go of 
that knife. 

“My partner will never work here 
again now.”

It is now seeking 
opinions from Sutton residents about 
how to improve overall healthcare. 

“The Epsom and St Helier NHS Trust 
wants to invest up to £400million to build 
a new purpose-built acute facility, but 
need to hear from you. The trust has con¬ 
firmed what the Health Secretary said 
when visiting St Helier before the elec¬ 
tion: St Helier is here to stay.” 

However, he added that many of the 
building are no longer fit for purpose 
and he said a new specialist acute fa¬ 
cility is needed in one of three possible 
sites, which he says are Epsom Hospital, 
St Helier Hospital and Co-located with 
the Royal Marsden at Belmont. 

Chief Executive of the Epsom and St 
Helier NHS Trust, Daniel Elkeles, will 
also attend the meeting. 

Mr Scully added: “For the first time in 
years we have a proposal from the NHS 


which doesn’t risk local residents hav¬ 
ing to travel to St George’s in Tooting for 
A&E and Maternity services, instead 
protecting them within the area already 
covered by the Trust. 

“This is the first stage of the process 
with the choice of site coming later, but 
for now we need your views.”

STUDENTS across Epsom and 
Ewell are in high spirits after 
another “record-breaking” 
year of GCSE results. 

In the biggest shake-up of ex¬ 
ams for a generation, pass rates 
dipped over all as students 
faced tougher exams. 

Under the overhaul, tradi¬ 
tional A* to G grades are being 
gradually replaced in England 
with a 9 to 1 system. 

Epsom College celebrated 
‘record’ results this year with 
over half of all exams grading 
A* and 78 per cent A* to A - an 
increase of 8 per cent on last 
year.

Operation leader says dangerous driving ‘still all too prevalent’ in Surrey 

Police camera lorry snaps 
137 drivers breaking laws

POLICE driving an un¬ 
marked lorry have caught 
137 unsuspecting drivers on 
camera breaking laws on 
Surrey’s roads. 

Surrey Police and High¬ 
ways England’s Operation 
Tramline targeted danger¬ 
ous, anti-social or distracted 
drivers on motorways and 
major road networks from 
July 31 to August 11. 

Driving an unmarked HGV 
around the roads in Surrey 
the police caught on video 
camera 140 offences - in¬ 
cluding 79 for using a mobile 
phone, six for driving with¬ 
out due care, and 23 for not 
being in proper control. 

Sergeant Sharon Kingston 
from the Roads Policing Unit 
who co-ordinated the opera¬ 
tion said: “Poor driver behav¬ 
iour leads to people losing 
their lives and for many it 
seems driving is still second¬ 
ary to other activities, but if 
a driver is not paying atten¬ 
tion it can have fatal conse¬ 
quences. 


“Footage captured dur¬ 
ing the operation shows 
dangerous, anti-social and 
distracted driving is still all 
too prevalent and we’ve seen 
examples over the last 18 
months of lives lost because 
a driver has not had their full 
attention on the road. 

A driver was even captured 
eating from a container in 
one hand with a fork in the 
other, another was reading a 
broadsheet paper across the 
steering wheel and there was 
also a taxi driver writing in a 
notebook in the outside lane 
of the M25. 


Sergeant Kingston added: 
“Many will remember the 
horrifying dashcam foot¬ 
age capturing the moment 
a woman and her three chil¬ 
dren were killed by a lorry 
driver ploughing into their 
stationary car while scroll¬ 
ing through music on his 
mobile phone on the A34 in 
August 2016. The driver was 
jailed for 10 years. 

“Incidents like these leave 
such a devastating impact 
on innocent people, which is 
why we will continue to tar¬ 
get drivers who chose to dis¬ 
regard the safety of others. 


“First trialled in 2014, 
Op Tramline is an ongoing 
campaign coordinated by 
Highways England, working 
with police forces across the 
country with the joint aim of 
reducing the number of inci¬ 
dents and casualties on our 
roads. 

“Surrey Police run these 
partnership operations regu¬ 
larly and we are very grateful 
to Highways England for their 
support.” 

A total of 148 interventions 
were made during the oper¬ 
ation ranging from words of 
advice for minor offences, to 
Fixed Penalty Notices and 
summons to court for serious 
violations, including mobile 
phone use. 

Anthony Thorpe, Incident 
Prevention Assistant Pro¬ 
ject Manager from Highways 
England added: “We are de¬ 
lighted that 28 police forces 
across England and Wales are 
involved in Operation Tram¬ 
line to lessen incidents on our 
roads. 

“Together, we have stopped 
in excess of 4,000 vehicles 
for 5,039 offences and made 
5,207 interventions in two 
years.”

This is clearly seen as a “straight 
land swap”. 

Speaking from the affected 
residents’ point of view, I would 
be extremely concerned about 
the proposed plan to demolish 
and rebuild Merton Hall and 
turn it from a multi-purpose 
community use hall, used by 
many religions into a building 
for the use of the Elim 
Pentacostal Church. It is 
believed that this planned 
building is too large in scale and 
is in effect a change of use as it 
will now become a music venue 
containing a 250-seat 
auditorium, a nursery with 
outside play area at the rear of 
the hall backing onto the 
Boscombe Road gardens, a cafe 
at the front of the hall, a location 
for the Wimbledon Food Bank, 
and obviously will have little or 
no parking on site. 

The Pastor of Elim 
Pentacostal Church has admitted 
that his church does not have an 
organ, instead it has drums, 
electric guitars, and choirs, and 
is used to making as much noise 
as it likes in the current location 


where no one cares. Hence, this 
250-seat musical extravaganza is 
proposed to move into our quiet 
neighbourhood and ruin 
peaceful Sundays. They will also 
have band practice and other 
services during the week and 
operate a nursery six days a 
week including Sundays. 

The building of this new 
structure will be totally unsuited 
to the neighbourhood and will 
adversely affect our residential 
amenity of the area and the 
residents will now be subject to 
excessive noise, disturbance and 
loss of privacy as the extension 
of the new building and windows 
at the back of the hall will 
intrude upon and overlook the 
gardens of Boscombe Road. 

There will only be two public 
car parking spaces available on 
the site for the new structure to 
cater for 250-plus people. The 
council’s own traffic survey 
states this will produce the 
movement of 40 cars to and from 
the new building, but fails to say 
they will have “nowhere” to park 
but on our streets. 

The new building will mean 


that the current car park on the 
east of the hall will be built on 
and the rear of the building will 
be extended towards the 
Boscombe Road gardens 
meaning the green conservation 
space will be partially built over 
and the remaining land covered 
in tarmac to be used as a 
playground. 

This over-development of the 
site will not only destroy a 
120-year-old Merton Hall (apart 
from the front fagade that is 
locally listed) that was recently 
refurbished, but will destroy 
rare green space and create more 
traffic congestion, noise and 
pollution as well as increase the 
parking problems (bearing in 
mind the extended Pelham 
Primary School nearby and loss 
of car park behind the new 
Tesco) in our area that is already 
well served by the nursery and 
cafe facilities and does not need a 
redeveloped Merton Hall at a 
vast expense, simply for a 
propose-built “church”.

PATTI CAKE$ (15): Inspired by writer-director Geremy Jasper's 
efforts to break into the New York music scene, Patti Cake$ is 
a crowd-pleasing underdog story, which wears its heart on its 
sleeve. This modern day fable about shooting for the moon, 
when everyone is telling you to dream smaller, centres on an 
unlikely heroine, an overweight New Jersey twenty-something 
(Danielle Macdonald) with a talent for immortalising her day- 
to-day existence in rap. Every time life beats her down (and in 
one scene, head butts her and draws blood), she gets back to 
her feet and retaliates with a spontaneously crafted barrage 
of weaponised wordplay. Hopefulness bumps and grinds with 
emotional hard knocks, reminding us that darkness courses be¬ 
neath the surface of the best fairy-tales. 

THE LIMEHOUSE GOLEM (15): Juan Carlos Medina's maca¬ 
bre murder mystery set on the fog-choked streets of Victorian 
London almost a decade before Jack The Ripper ran amok 
was originally announced with Alan Rickman leading the fine 
ensemble cast. In his stead, Bill Nighy brings solemnity and 
gravitas to the complex role of a righteous police officer, whose 
career has been dogged by rumours that "he's not the marry¬ 
ing kind". A series of slayings in the back alleys of 1880s east 
London, attributed to an elusive figure nicknamed The Golem, 
baffles Scotland Yard. Inspector John Kildare (Nighy) is hur¬ 
riedly promoted to lead investigator, primarily to take the fall 
when police fail to apprehend a suspect. Period detail is lov¬ 
ingly shrouded in shadows and fog to provide the killer with the 
perfect cover to commit their unspeakable acts of barbarity. 
Something wickedly entertaining this way comes. 

STRATTON (15): Based on a series of novels by former Special 
Boat Service commando Duncan Falconer, Stratton is a globe¬ 
trotting spy caper that ricochets between Iran, Ukraine, Rome, 
Uzbekistan and London. Long on ambition and short on thrills 
or invention, Simon West's pedestrian picture is James Bond 
on a budget. The script, co-written by Falconer and Warren 
Davis II, resembles a checklist of 007 motifs: an emotionally 
scarred hero (Dominic Cooper), a megalomaniacal nemesis 
(Thomas Kretschmann) with a loopy plan to kill millions, car 
chases, gadgets, gratuitous destruction and groansome one- 
liners. Stunt sequences unfold almost entirely in isolation from 
the hustle and bustle of the real world, including a night time 
pursuit through cobbled Italian streets, so there is nary a pos¬ 
sibility of innocent bystanders being caught in crossfire. West's 
film is licensed to kill time, and little else. 

DETROIT (15): Director Kathryn Bigelow's slow-burning thriller 
picks at the fresh wounds of divided race relations in America 
by reliving one tragic night in a fractured city that resulted in 
the deaths of three black teenagers. Released to commemorate 
the 50th anniversary of the shootings at the Algiers Motel, De¬ 
troit skilfully weaves together multiple character arcs, building 
to a protracted sequence of gut-wrenching terror that draws 
uncomfortable parallels with the present day. Screenwriter 
Mark Boal employs his journalistic training to distil personal 


accounts into a rich, textured portrait of civil unrest, intimida¬ 
tion and injustice. Handheld camerawork stokes tension and 
sweat-drenched performances from a fine ensemble cast are 
horribly believable. We have nowhere to hide from the film's 
crushing emotional blows. 

AMERICAN MADE (15): Based on a true story of outlandish 
lies, American Made reunites director Doug Liman and leading 
man Tom Cruise after their successful collaboration on the sci-fi 
thriller Edge Of Tomorrow. It's an interesting choice of role for 
the gung-ho star of Top Gun and the Mission: Impossible fran¬ 
chise: an amoral drugs smuggler and money launderer. Despite 
Cruise's best effort to play against type, he can't resist adding 
a sheen of likeability to his portrayal of a money-driven family 
man, who was exposed as a pivotal figure in the Iran-Contra 
scandal. A different actor, who hasn't spent his career cultivat¬ 
ing a personal brand of wholesomeness, might have elevated 
Gary Spinelli's script and dug deeper, right down to the mar¬ 
row of this opportunistic criminal's warped psychology. Sadly, 
any emotional ripples radiate solely on the picture's glossy 
surface. 

LOGAN LUCKY (12A): Crime still pays for Oscar-winning film¬ 
maker Steven Soderbergh, director of Ocean's Eleven and its 
sequels, in a criminally entertaining caper, which sacrifices 
plausibility for quirky characters and generous belly laughs. 
The unlikely masterminds are downtrodden redneck brothers 
(Channing Tatum, Adam Driver), whose hare-brained scheme 
makes one convict (Daniel Craig) snort: "You must be as simple- 
minded as people say!" "People say that?" retort the lovable 
siblings in stereo. Rebecca Blunt's lean script engineers unex¬ 
pected twists and some slickly orchestrated set-pieces within a 
compact two-hour running time. Logan Lucky gambles on the 
innate charm and likeability of the principal cast, and they duti¬ 
fully steal our affections. 

THE HITMAN'S BODYGUARD (15): The heady musk of bro 
mance pervades as Samuel L Jackson and Ryan Reynolds 
wedge tongues firmly in cheek to play the hitman and his 
protector in Patrick Hughes's high-octane action comedy. The 
Hitman's Bodyguard is a fitfully entertaining, testosterone- 
saturated romp that borrows the basic premise of the 1977 
Clint Eastwood thriller The Gauntlet and orchestrates may¬ 
hem around the fractious on-screen chemistry of its two leads. 
Reynolds and Jackson relish the potty-mouthed dialogue but 
it's co-star Salma Hayek who sinks her painted talons deepest 
into every scene. She is a delirious delight as the latter man's 
snarling, sex-charged wife, who makes her entrance by sever¬ 
ing a carotid artery with a beer bottle and spits choice exple¬ 
tives from her perfectly glossed lips. She perfectly embodies the 
film's outlandish, knockabout spirit. 

AN INCONVENIENT SEQUEL: TRUTH TO POWER (PG): A 

few minutes into Jon Shenk and Bonni Cohen's tub-thumping 
sequel to the Oscar-winning 2006 documentary An Inconven¬ 
ient Truth, it becomes apparent that there is one renewable 


energy source the world has yet to harness: former United 
States vice president Al Gore's boundless determination to prick 
consciences about the effects of global warming. The avuncu¬ 
lar messiah of the modern age loudly bangs a drum for action 
and words on climate change, spreading his message during 
a turbulent period of political upheaval including the election 
of Donald Trump, who lambasted global warming as a "very 
expensive hoax". Like its predecessor, the film incorporates 
segments from Gore's slide-show lectures. Breathtaking im¬ 
ages of the statesman atop a rapidly melting glacier in Green¬ 
land are intercut with snappy soundbites that anoint Gore as 
the lone voice of reason capable of deviating us from self- 
destruction. 

THE DARK TOWER (12A): Based on Stephen King's compel¬ 
ling series of fantasy novels, The Dark Tower illuminates a ti¬ 
tanic battle between good and evil in parallel universes, seen 
through the eyes of a conflicted 11-year-old boy (Tom Taylor). A 
sprightly running time leaves no room for character develop¬ 
ment, and the emaciated script fails to make explicit the stakes 
or repercussions for the young hero as he blunders through 
thrill-starved set-pieces including a showdown with a comput¬ 
er-generated scorpion-like predator. Jake Chambers (Taylor) is 


traumatised by the death of his firefighter father. He stumbles 
through a portal to a post-apocalyptic realm called Mid-World 
where a mysterious man named Roland Deschain (Idris Elba) 
hankers for revenge against evil sorcerer Walter Padick (Mat¬ 
thew McConaughey), who intends to destroy a tower at the cen¬ 
tre of the universe.

Director Stella Meghie revels in the 
beauty of her lead actors, who exchange lustful glances in slow 
motion and share a trembling first kiss while Fourth of July fire¬ 
works explode in the night sky. Amandla Stenberg is luminous 
as the stricken heroine with the compromised immune system, 
whose daydreams unfold in life-size versions of the cardboard 
models she constructs for an online architecture course. 
"I'm not a princess," she assures co-star Nick Robinson, effort¬ 
lessly embodying a long-haired, skateboarding dreamboat. 
"Good," he replies, "because I'm not a prince." The film's tar¬ 
get audience of social media-savvy teenage girls will probably 
disagree.

Seasonal summer salad 
with grilled halloumi 

TIME: 30 Mins SERVES: 4 LEVEL: Easy 



Here’s a great summer salad to enjoy al fresco 
or indoors. 

Three of the ingredients, beans, courgettes 
and sweetcorn are in season right now. If 
you’re lucky you might get a donation from 
your local allotment, but if not they’re all 
available from the shops and should be 
sourced from growers nearer to home. 

There are two tricks to this salad: first, it’s 
dressed as it is cooked; second, it’s served 
warm, creating a perfect backdrop for the 
grilled halloumi. NB: if you prefer the salad 
cold, substitute cold cooked chicken breast for 
the halloumi. 

1. Cook the pasta. Add the pasta to salted 
boiling water and cook until al dente. Drain, 
reserving some of the liquid, then return the 


pasta to the pan, add a squeeze of lemon, a 
little olive oil and a splash of cooking liquid. 

Stir and set aside. 

2. Boil the corn and beans. Cut the corn 
kernels from the cobs and boil until tender and 
drain. Cook the beans in salted boiling water 
until tender. Drain, return the beans to the pan 
and add a squeeze of lemon and a little olive oil. 
Add the corn to the bea ns, sti r a nd set aside. 

3. Saute the courgettes. Slice the courgettes 
into 1 cm thick ‘coins’. Fry in a single layer in a 
large non-stick pan in a little olive oil with the 
garlic. Season with salt, pepper and a good 
pinch of oregano. Turn over when lightly 
browned and cook the other side. Lift out the 
courgettes (leavingthe garlic in the pan) and 
set aside on a plate. Add a squeeze of lemon. 


4. Fry the halloumi. Cut the cheese lengthwise 
into 15mm slices, then cut each slice to make 
two ‘chip’ shapes. Using the courgette pan, 
add a little more olive oil and fry the cheese 
until browned, turn over to cook the other side. 
Sprinkle over more oregano and add a 
squeeze of lemon. Discard the garlic and add 
the pasta to the pan and stir, keeping warm. 

5. Toast the pumpkin seeds. Using a dry non¬ 
stick pan on medium high heat, toast the 
seeds until they puff up and start to pop. 

6. Assemble and serve the salad. Rinse and 
dry the rocket, slice the pepper and chop the 
chives. Using a large salad bowl, combine the 
beans and corn, the pasta and halloumi with 
the seeds, rocket, peppers and chives. Toss 
together to mix well, season and serve.

Managing to secure a mortgage isn’t just 
about proving you can afford to repay it each 
month.

MITSUBISHIOUTIANDER 


The smallest model in Mitsubishi’s commercial 
vehicle range is the Outlander Commercial. It might 
also be the best, as JONATHAN CROUCH discovers

BACKGROUND: Take the pick-up 
truck out of the equation and UK 
4x4 commercial vehicle sales don’t 
amount to much. The top pick-ups like 
Mitsubishi’s own L200 have been 
shifting 10,000 units annually in the 
UK for a good few years now but 4x4 
vans traditionally struggle to break 
through the 500 unit barrier. Despite 
this modest demand, a number of 
manufacturers used to still take the 
plunge and offer commercial vehicle 
versions of their SUVs, competing 
brands once including Land Rover, Kia 
and Nissan. Now only Mitsubishi and 
SsangYong compete in this segment, 
offering commercial vehicle versions 
oftheir respective Outlander and 
Korando models. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Most 
Outlander Commercial sales are of 
the diesel model. This variant features 
a 150PS 2.2-litre unit that gets to 
62mph from rest in about 10s en 
route to 124mph. When it comes to 
off-road driving, attention turns to the 
circular dial positioned behind the 
Outlander’s handbrake. This operates 
the AWC (All Wheel Control) system 
and allows the driverto switch the 
transmission on the fly between 2WD, 
4WD Auto and 4WD Lock modes. 
Two wheel drive should be selected 
in good conditions on the tarmac 


to improve efficiency but when the 
going gets slippery the Auto mode 
can sense when traction is lost by the 
front wheels and divert as much as 
30% of the available torque aft. The 
4WD lock mode lock the transmission 
into a 50/50 split between the 
front and rear wheels for maximum 
grip when driving in difficult off-road 
conditions. The Outlander lacks the 
ground clearance, rugged suspension 
and underbody protection of a truly 
focused off-roader but it will trundle 
over some serious obstacles. The flip 
side of this is a very comfortable ride 
and good body control when driving on 
the road. The alternative to the diesel 
derivative is the PHEV Plug-in hybrid 
version, which offers a 2.0-litre petrol 
engine aided by a 70KW generator 
and a couple of 80bhp electric motors, 
one at the front, one at the rear, giving 
all wheel drive and a combined power 
output in the region of 220bhp. It’s 
quite a remarkable vehicle, which most 
of the time will operate under battery 
power alone across its three driving 
modes. 


DESIGN AND BUILD: The 

Outlander is based on a mid-sized 
SUV, which means its dimensions 
are more compact than the kind 
of mid-sized van you could buy for 
similar money. These facelifted 


models feature a revised look, with 
‘Dynamic Shield’ frontal treatment 
that includes LED daytime running 
lights, a 3D grille, restyled bumpers 
and mildly differenttail treatment. The 
bumpers also add 40mm to the overall 


length, making this current Outlander 
Commercial look a little lower and 
sleekerthan its predecessor. The 
interior is of a simple design, with clean 
surfaces and big, malleable controls 
that could easily be operated while 


wearing gloves. Some ofthe plastics 
aren’t ofthe finest quality and don’tfeel 
as tough as might be necessary in a 
hard-working 4x4. 

MARKET AND MODEL: Pricing 
starts at around £22,500 exvatforthe 
diesel model, a variant that comes with 
all the equipment basics. These include 
automatic rain and dusk sensors, cruise 
control, a 6-speaker CD audio system, 
LED Daytime Running Lights, an auto 
dimming rearview mirror, an adjustable 
speed limiter, dual front/side/curtain 
and driver’s knee SRS airbags and the 
Mitsubishi Active Stability & Traction 
Control system tfyou wantthe PHEV 
plug-in hybrid version, there’s a choice 
oftwo variants-the standard ‘PHEV 
3h’ priced at just over £23,000 and 
the better-equipped ‘PHEV Jura’, 
which costs around £24,000. The 
PHEV variants come with 18-inch alloy 
wheels, Hill start assist, privacy glass, 
frontfog lamps, rear parking sensors, 
electric heated and folding door mirrors, 
duaf-zone automatic climate control, 
a Bluetooth hands-free phone kit and 
silver roof rails.

“Last year, we provided care to patients on more 
than 913,000 occasions - that was a record for us, 
and we expect to be even busier again this year. To 
make sure we understand what is important to local 
people and communities, we need your input; that 
is why I am asking you to get involved and to give 
us your ideas and thoughts. 

“I would like to stress that no decisions have been 
made, and there’s still a lot of work to do. That said, 
we have heard very clearly that local people want to 
keep services local and so we are proposing that 
85% of our patients will see no change to where 
they receive their care, although they will be seen 
in improved local hospital facilities. We want to 


ensure as many people as possible are part of this 
conversation, so that we hear all the views that are 
around." 

The early stages of engagement 

There is no preferred solution for the future of 
Epsom and St Helier. There are essentially three 
broad scenarios we want to examine - to focus 
acute services at St Helier, to focus them at Epsom 
or to focus them at Sutton. Under all scenarios, 
85% of the care we provide would not change 
location. This includes the following services: 

• Outpatient appointments 

• Diagnostics (such as MRI scans) 

• Ophthalmology 

• Renal dialysis 

• Routine procedures 

• Urgent care 

• Elderly care. 

All three scenarios will require a large amount of 
capital, and all will have operational and financial 
advantages and disadvantages. We are absolutely 
committed to keeping Epsom and St Helier open 
as busy and vibrant hospitals. 

The Trust Board is keen to see the analysis and 
the evidence, so it can recommend a way forward 
that is based on objective analysis, for the ultimate 
benefit of the 500,000 people that we serve. 

That is the only objective the Trust Board has at 
the moment, as we recognise that the physical 
condition of our current estate and the financial 
imperatives that face the NHS mean that carrying 
on as we currently are is not viable or sustainable 
in the long term.

“Whilst our Women’s Health Departments 
now offer many innovative services across 
all our sites, and will continue to do so, 
2020-2030 is an exciting opportunity to 



provide our community with a sustainable 
acute service for the future, yet still 
retaining its caring heart." 

Dr Simon Stern the Head of the 

Haematology 
Department 
and the Trust’s 
Lead for 
Chemotherapy, 
said: “I think the 
case to create 
a single acute 
facility on one 
of our sites is 
very strong, 
and it has a real 
resonance for 
me. I worked at 




another trust for 11 years, and was working 
there when they made the decision to 
create a single acute facility. 

It was a long journey, but it 
worked - they were a failing 
trust beforehand, but it helped 
them to improve care for 
patients and overcome financial 
difficulty. Just imagine what 
it could do for Epsom and St 
Helier! 

“I know from experience that 
creating a single acute facility is 
the right thing to do, and it can 
work. Bringing clinical expertise 
on to one site for the benefit of 


our sickest patients makes a 
lot of sense." 

Chief Nurse Charlotte 
Hall said: “We aspire 
to give our patients the 
best possible care and 
experience, but unfortunately 
this isn’t always possible 
due to the challenges 
we face in our buildings. 

For example, some of our 
hospital beds are too close 
together, meaning patients 
do not have any privacy 
and are at greater risk of infection - such 
circumstances would not be permitted in 
modern buildings." 

Clinical Lead for Cardiology, Dr 
Richard Bogle, said: “We need to develop 
a one-site modern hospital 
with a critical mass of staff, 
allowing us to provide the 
right care to the right patient 
in the right place. We simply 
can’t continue to do that in 
our existing buildings as 
they’re too old - they were 
built to care for a set of 
illnesses that existed in the 
last century. 

“Splitting staff across two 
sites is causing us problems 
at the moment, and so we 



have to do something now. It’s 
time to put aside the political 
arguments about which 
geographical area would be 
best for a new facility, and 
work together to build a case 
for change. I think Epsom and 
St Helier 2020-2030 is a very 
positive move, and one that I am 
very supportive of." 

Dr Nivi Singh, Consultant 
Orthogeriatrician in our Hip 

Fracture Unit (based at St Helier), said: 
“Centralising the Hip Fracture Service has 
had a significant impact on the care we are 
able to deliver 
for our patients. 

It means that all 
of our specialists 
are based on one 
site, including our 
senior consultant 
surgeons, senior 
anaesthetists, 
myself as 
Consultant 
Orthogeriatrician, 
our therapists and 

senior nurses. This means that we really 
can deliver high standards.”
